PREPARATORY SCHOOL 
461 NEVER went to college,” a friend of mine

remarked to me recently. “I only went 
to Preparatory School.” My reply was that I 
was still there. That's where we all are—in 
Preparatory School — always preparing for 
something higher in achievement. 
Nothing is really ever corrfpleted. 
'Im­ 
provement is always “just around the cor­ 
ner.” We no sooner get what we want than 
we want it better. Then we want something 
different! 
A humorous writer friend of mine wrote a 
story in which he spoke of the early morn­ 
ing birds practicing for “the concert that 
never came off.” Rather he might have said 
that this preparatory singing embodied a 
never-ending concert. 
The writer, working long and feverishly 
on his book, keeps thinking of making it a 
better one than the one gone before. 
On 
completion, however, he thinks of it only as 
a preparation for a better one. 
People speak of “finishing school.” No one 
ever finishes!

A S Charles Hurd says somewhere in his "The 
* * White House,” newspapermen long ago gave that 
tine mansion a life of its own in their stories, “TYie 
White House says," they write, or “the White House 
learned today—.” 
Anyone who has seen the White House (and more 
than a million people visit it each year) can under­ 
stand why tills is so, and why the place retains its 
character no matter who is the tenant, nor what the 
status of the republic. 
Tile writer remembers visit­ 
ing the place a year or so back as one of a thousand 
people for whom Mrs. Roosevelt was giving a tea; 
there was a peculiar at-homeness about even such a 
wholesale I unction, and the extraordinary social gift 
of the First Lady, who smiled a different smile for 
each of a thousand guests, seemed to fit the sur­ 
roundings and grow out of them. 
When John Adams and Abigail his wife moved in 
140 years ago this was not true, Mr. Hurd points out.

Washington, Oct. 18 (AP)—Dusty 
files in the general land office dis­ 
close the strange 
fact 
that 
five 
states contain whole areas which, 
as far as the country’s title goes, 
are not a part of tile United States. 
Only one of the states, Colorado, 
has taken the trouble to 
do any­ 
thing about the situation, hoisting 
a flag several years ago and claim­ 
ing the area in the name of 
the 
federal government. 
As far as the land office knows, 
the others—Minnesota, North Da­ 
kota, Louisiana and South Dakota 
—have neither claimed nor “con­ 
quered” their no man s lands. 
The land office files tell this story 
of the paradox wliich has existed 
for 137 years: 
When 
Napoleon 
peddled 
that 
large sub-division known 
as 
the 
Louisiana purchase to America he 
could have used a better surveyor. 
Broadly, the territory 
included 
the western drainage basin of the 
Mississippi river. 
Tile negotiators 
made mistakes, though. 
They 
believed 
certain 
section 
drained into the Mississippi 
when 
actually 
they 
drained 
into 
the 
Great Lakes. 
So. under terms of 
the treaty, parts of what 
became 
Minnesota, North and South Da­ 
kota are not properly parts of the 
purchase. 
Hie 
same 
thing 
happened 
in 
Louisiana. 
A portion of this 
state—thought 
to drain into the Mississippi—turn­ 
ed out to drain 
into 
the Sabine 
river. 
A part of Colorado was a little 
more involved. 
A small part near Estes park was 
discovered not to drain 
into 
the 
Mississippi, and hence w-as not 
a 
part of the Louisiana purchase. On 
the other hand, it was east of the 
continental divide and not a part 
of what Mexico ceded to the United 
States In 1848. 
All of these areas may not 
bo 
parts of the United States accord­ 
ing to strict official interpretation, 
but as an expert at the land office 
said: 
“I’d tike to see someone outside 
Of thew* states try to claim them."

S a tu rd a y , 2 8 th 
Everybody had a good night’s rest. We are now in the midst of the 
Grand Army of the Potomac. Campfire blaze on the* hills as far as the 
eye can reach and a hundred thousand men are here marshaled to 
meet the foe again. Headquarters of Grunt are on the other side of the 
river with the rear. Our tent is pitched in a few minute* and a cheerful 
fire blazes before it. 
Our party is required to watch by turn dining Hie night. 
My beat is between ll and 12 midnight. 
I spent it in writing up my 
diary. 
Sunday, 29th 
The Sabbath sun rises bright over the eastern horizon. 
The camp 
seems more quiet than usual and we have the prospect of resting for 
the day. In the morning after breakfast we started on the hunt for the 
5th corps, but could not find it. Had a good view of General Biu-nside on 
horseback. 
He answers well to tile published portraits. 
Much of the 
day was spent in sleeping as the party were exhausted by the past severe 
marching. In the evening we were ordered forward and advanced a mile, 
when were halted again. We are now within 16 miles of Richmond. We 
pitch tent again and remain for the night, 
Monday, 30th 
Reports come in that the enemy are a few miles in front, and that 
a battle may soon occur. We are in the neighborhood of Salem church. 
The wagon moves on again about 9 o’clock anti passes over the field 
where the severe Cavalry fight took place on Saturday last. Spent some­ 
time on the veranda of a farm house discussing the merits of the war 
with an ultra secesh lady. She is a member of the Presbyterian church. 
a woman seemingly of strong religious feelings, but completely fanatical 
and wild in her views of the state of affairs. 
We parted in good humor, 
I gave her a copy of the "Methodist.” In a corner of the woods stands 
a weatherboarded, unpainted Methodist church. 
The pulpit Is partly 
torn down, the seats ail removed, and the walls marked over with names 
and mottoes, by the men who victoriously occupied it, on yesterday, 
Around the church were the new made graves of our men who fell in 
the battle. Some fifty unburied Confederates lay in the woods immedi­ 
ately around. We go three miles and encamp again. The hospital colors 
are displayed and the signs oi a coming conflict are apparent. 
After 
dinner the sharp sound of artillery assures us that, the enemy are at 
bay. The day of battle draws apace again. 
I walked down to the lines 
to observe tile movement. 
The shell could be seen bursting in the air 
as they were fired from the field mortars in the direction of the enemy. 
The soldiers were busy putting up a line of intrenchments. As I walked 
over an open field in front of the woods, the whistling sound of a rebel 
shell could be heard distinctly every few minutes as they passed over 
our heads and struck the earth some distance behind. 
One shell burst 
about 150 yards on our left. 
After advancing a short distance further 
my companion and myself thought it best to get out of tile danger and 
returned to the tent, about a mile to the rear. 
Had a go<xl wash. 
The wfater here is tile best I have met with in Virginia. 
Went to bed 
early and had a good sleep.
